DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-18, in the reply filed on February 1 1 , 
2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 the phrase "a mechanism that arranges the object at an upper side in a 
flow of the gas than an plasma generating region" is not clear and is not understood by 
the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sone, 
US Patent 6,200,431 B1. 
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Sone teaches an oxidation processing chamber that includes: an object to be 
processed 2; a plasma 5; a first gas introducing part 3 for introducing gas into the 
plasma generating chamber; an exhaust mechanism 25 arranged in the plasma 
generating region; a conductance adjuster 6 with holes 6a for maintaining a 
concentration of active species in the process chamber space that encloses the object; 
and a second gas introducing part 4. (Figure 6) The specific gas supplied to each gas 
introducing part is an intended us of the apparatus, and each gas introducing part is 
inherently capable of supplying any desired gas. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. The cited art teaches the technological background of the 
invention.
